PTIUM AND ITS FPROHTRITION. 

The opium question is again before 
the world in a new and irritating phase. 
When Great Britain some eight years ago 
signed a treaty with the Chinese govern- 
ment agreeing to increase the duty on the 
drug and restrict its production tn India, 
with the aim of discontinuing the traffic al- 
together, it was thought that a great abuse 
had been finally extinguished. For five years 
the Peking government hed been stamping 
out its use in schools and the army and had 
ordered all opium smokers to be registered 
and their allowances gradually decreased. 
Such a measure had been carried out suc- 
cessfully in Formosa with the Chinese pop- 
ulation, when Japan took possession in 
1895; and the use of oplum has ceased to 
be a live question in that island With 
ber own citizens Japan handles the danger 
peremptorily and drastically. 

But now ft looms up tn the Shantung 
problem, not much to the credit of Japan. 
As successor to the German rights tn the 
province Japan ts to have 20 per cent of 
the customs revenue collected at Tsing-tao. 
and the Japanese trade in the province its 
not to be subject to the ifkin, or provi>ctal, 
tax levied throughout China. The onginal 
provision ddtes from 1908, when a branch 
of the Chinese customhouse was estab- 
Nehed at the port. Goods were thus ab 
lowed to pase freely between the leased 
German territory and the teterior of China. 
Since November, 1914, Japan has demanded 
and enjoyed these same privileges: with 
& resultant growth of the volume of Japa- 
nese trade through the whole of Northern 
China. So far from anything being done 
to restrict the importation of opium. ac 
cording to the wishes of the Chinese author. 
ities, the “backdoor methods.” as tt may 
be called, of the parcel post is shamefully 
abused; and morphia manvfactured both in 
this ccuntry and Japan can thus fn4 tte way 
undisturbed to the Chinese consumer. teav- 
ing mo trace of its transportation behind 
Great Britain also blamed with necti- 
gence in selling far more of the baleful drug 
than can possibly be neeted by the Japa- 
nese for medictnal either at home 
or on the Astatic continent. 

A strong International antiopium «sso 
clation bas been organized in Peking to 
meet the situation. [It proposes te make 
full ose of the press to call attention of the 
American and firitish publ to present 
abuses. as well as to the various phases of 
the opium question. It will also enlist mise 
sionaries In the cause and get their aasiet- 
ance. And, moreover. it will emrioy law 
yers to watch the courte for all cares con- 
nected with opium emuagting and discover 
defects In the regulations affecting the trade 
or in thelr enforcement. 

Py many it believe? and asterte4 that 
the Japanese government ts actually be 
hind the spread of the drug tn the Chinese 
Empire with a view to weaken the morale 
of the whole people; after the fashion of 
German policy in war time, which stooned 
to the use of poison and infectious germs 
im ites determination to destroy the hated 


foe. But such an explanation ts hardly 
needed tn any case, for the traffic is so 
lucrative as to furnivh all the tncentive 
required. Moreover, the Japanese govern- 


/ Ment does not wish to intensify Chinese 


dislike and ts already concerned over the 
widespread boycott of Japanese goods. But 
criminal negiicence, the neglect to put re 
strictions om the groed of her traderc. es 
pecially tn this case where « clear moral 
is involved, may be hard to distin- 
culeh from deliberate ruthlessness. And 
the type of trader by which Japan is rep 
resented in these Chinese ports has few 
ethical compunctions. We do not refer, of 


©ourse, to her wellofficered banks. which 


come into competition with FPuropean ineti- 
tutions and make a good showing; bat te 
the hustling merchant. or akindo, whe bears 
& name that bas not been reepected tn the 
past and carries no dignified traditions 
with it. 

It ts odd that we on this Coast have had 
something to do in the past with the bale. 
ful use of the drug by the Chinese. They 
are the only peopie anywhere who «moke 
opium, and the habit came from Mexco 
through Manila just three centuries aga 
By the close of the sixteenth century they 
had learned the use of the tobacco pipe, 
and contemporary Chinese emperors began 
to fulminate, just as strenuously as did 
King James the First, against the hateful 
weed. Nevertheless, every man, woman 
and child in the empire finally acquired the 
habit. And about the year 1620 the col- 
onists to Formosa began to put both op'um 
and arsenic into their pipes to counteract 
the prevalent malaria Throvgh Amony the 
babit spread to the mainiand and byw the 
close of the century eicte were forthcom- 
ing from Peking against the pernicious 
opium smoking, but without penalties. It 
was unly when the listless Portuguese, who 
bad the monopoly of the Chinese trade 
through Macao, were succeeded tn the nine 
teenth century by the more enterprising 
British and American traders that the lucra- 
tive trafic imp the drug became an inter 
national question, because of its menace to 
the health of @ great people. Unfortunste 
ly it got mixed up with the whole matter 
of opening up the Chinese Empire to for 
eign trade, and it was not even mentioned 
in the English treaties following up the so 
called “opium war.” The idea was preva- 
lent at that time, and civilization fs only 
eradually modifying it, that it the ouyer 
who must look out, “caveat emptor.” and 
that if there ts « call for @ commodity the 
profit thereon is legitimate In the present 
condition of improved pubtic opinion nel- 
ther Japanese nor any others may jvetify 
themselves by the conduct or policy of a 
bygone age. National and jnternational 
ethics are not stagnant: the world is mov- 
ing upward, however slow the process may 
appear to the eager theorist.

Hanish, Arrested in Chicago, 


Coming Back for Trial. 
When Ottoman Zar Adusht 
Ha'Nish, or Hanitsh, self-styled 


“prophet” of the Masdazgnan cult of 
sun worshipers, now under arrest in 
Chieago, arrives in Los Angeles. he 
will have to face trial on five indict- 
ments, returned on June 4, 1918. All 
charges are for statutory offenses of 
various kinds Ball in each case 
wae fixed at $2000. making a total 
ef $19.000. 

While there was some doubt about 
ability to get the witnesses tn all the 
eases. because of the time that hase 
intarvened between the Indictment 
and the arrest. it was understood 


that the cases will be vigorously 
prosecuted 
One indictment. containing two 


counts, alleges that certain acta were 
committed on September 1, 1817: 
Angelica Sandberg. then 12 years 
old, was the main witness in this 
case. 

Another indlietment, for which 
Audra Pllie, then 15. wae the main 
witness, alleges that en November 
1 and December 1. 1917. the defend- 
ant committed offenees charged. One 
indictment charges offenses on April 
1, 181*. Sofia Tilton, then 12, being 
the witness in this case. 

Two other offenses charged tn the 
indictments are alleged te have been 
committed on September 1, 1817, and 
January 5, 1918. The witness in 
one case is Linda Gault. then 13, 
and in another case, Bode Tahbel, 
boy, then 14, 

The indictments were filed in 
Judge Willie's court. The wit- 
pesees heard by the grand jury are 
Cecelia Wilson White, Bodo Tahbel, 
Angelica Sandberg. Audra Ellis. 
Sofia Tilton, Linda Gault, Arthur E 
Gault, Gilman Heeler, Kenneth 
Wilson, Kurt W. Graichen, Mra. 
Bessie Croeechke and B. Groeachke. 
L. Ellis, Georgia May Gault 
and William K. Sandberg. 

Should any attempt be made to 
influence the tesatimeny of the 
young girls and boys whe will be 
called as witnesses against Hanish, 
such atiempts will be met with vig- 
orous prosecution, according to «4 
statement yesterday by Dist.-Atty.
